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DECISION ON PETITION 



This is a decision on the Renewed Petition to Withdraw Holding of Abandonment under 37 C.F.R 
1.181 in Response to Decision mailed 7/19/2010, Request for Reconsideration, received in the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) August 31, 2010. 

The petition is DISMISSED. 

The application was held abandoned for failure to timely corrected drawings as required by the 
Notice of Allowability mailed June 10, 2009 which set forth a three (3) month statutory period for 
reply. The Notice of Abandonment was mailed on October 14, 2009. 

Petitioner contends that drawings submitted on April 30, 2009, prior to the requirement made in 
the Notice of Allowability, met the sufficiency of reply for the corrected drawing requirement set 
out in the Notice of Allowablity, in that the drawings submitted on April 30, 2009 contained a 
number identifying the columnar structure maintaining substrate electrode 46. It appears that 
petitioner seems to be asserting that the requirement set in the Notice of Allowability was not 
responded to because petitioner deemed it to be an erroneous requirement. 

If it was in fact an erroneous requirement the Office may be able to act favorably towards the 
applicant. Therefore, the examiner was asked to review the requirement made in the Notice of 
Allowability and state if the requirement was in error. Specifically, the examiner was asked if the 
drawings submitted on April 30, 2009 did contain the required number identifying the columnar 
structure maintaining substrate electrode 46. The examiner replied that the April 30, 2009 
drawings did not contain the required correction and the requirement was not made in error. 

In view of the foregoing, the holding of abandonment for failure to timely submit corrected 
drawings can not be withdrawn and the application remains in an abandoned status.
